Civil Works Program 
University Campm 
Be Continued 

$3,000 HAS BEEN PAD 
OUT TO CWA 



More Students Will Be Em- 
ployed if Additional Funds 
Are Provided 

Eighty-»u university men stu- 
dents hare been given employment 
on CWA projects on the campus 
since December 27, according to 
Maury Crutcher, superintendent of 
buildings and grounds. Mr. Crutch- 
er Is waiting for the passage of bills 
by Congress providing necessary 
funds to carry out new project* 
whereby many more students will be 
given work. Approximately $3,000 
has been paid out so far to the 
workers. 

Several of the projects which were 
started have been completed. Upper 
street. In front of the Training 
school, has been widened 12 feet, 
thus eliminating the danger of tbe 
Limestone and Upper Intersection, 
and several acres about the campus

Limestone street, extending from 
Euclid avenue to Memorial hall, Is 
being widened 20 feet, thus making 
a boulevard 00 feet wide In front of 
the campus. The parking space In 
back of the library Is being dug up 
and will be replaced by a small lawn. 
A stone wall is being constructed 
around the north end of the botan- 
ical garden.

The F. Paul Anderson medal 
which is pictured above will be 
awarded at a banquet during the 
annual convention of the American 
Society of Heating and Ventilating 
Engineers which will open for a 
four-day session at the Blltmore 
hotel in New York City. This medal 
will be awarded for meritorious serv- 
ice in the field of heating and ven- 
tilating engeering. 

Pres. Thornton Lewis made the 
presentation p oss ible at a meatiag 
last year when he presented $1,000 
to the society for this purpose. He 
specified that the medal would be 
named the F. Paul Anderson medal 
in honor of the dean of the Engi- 
neering college, former president oi 
the society. 

The medal Is one and a half Inches 
in diameter and is cast in 18 karat 
gold It bears the inscription, 
"American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers for Meritor- 
ious Service" and on the reverse side 
Is a picture of Dean Anderson. 

A bronze medal eight inches in 
diameter with the same inscription 
was presented to Dean Anderson by 
A. V. Hutchinson, secretary of the 
society In the presentation Mr. 
Hutchinson said: 

"On behalf of tbe officers and the 
council of the society, It is my privil- 
ege to transmit to you a bronze 
replica of the F. Paul ' Anderson 
medal, which, under the terms of 
the fund created and the medal 
established, is presented to those 
who render distinguished and meri- 
torious service In the field of heating 
and ventilating engineering as well 
as air conditioning. It Is the earn- 
est wish of the officers and the coun- 
cil that you accept the rrjpllca of the 
medal which bears your name as a

Pertinently enough these 
newspapers will not admit that thlo 
la the reason they are opposed to 
the Child Labor Law, but their real I 
purpose In this regard Is obvious 
There Is no partisan Issue In this 
I battle for every President beginning 
with Woodrow Wilson and continu- 
ing to the present Incumbent, has 
approved this law both In principle 
and In fact We as citizens of 
the United States will do well to 
follow their lead in this respect 

This Is considered a Christian 
country and Kentucky Is considered 
a Christian stale Therefore we 
should act as Christians. In answer 
to the opponents of this law we ask 
this very simple question. What Is 
there unchristian in protecting little 
children from being exploited by a 
selfish law? 
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THE CHILD LABOR LAW 

There is now pending before the 
Kentucky Legislature one of the 
most Important and fnr-reachlng 
pieces of social legislation perhaps, 
that ever has been considered by 
that body. The Child Labor Amend- 
ment is the result of a long fight to 
give jr^nfmass. the right to regulate 
the labor tk children under the age 
of eighteen: Anyone who has ever 
visited a factory where children were 
employed or has ever seen small 
chllden selling papers on the streets 
can readily, see the need for so vital 
it piece of social legislation. 

But despite the' desperate need for 
such a law.t&ere Is considerable op- 
position to it. Tile opposition falls, 
it seems, -into three classes: first, 
those who believe that this is essen- 
tially a stale problem and should be 



think that the age limit is too high; 
third, those who do not favor the 
enactment or this law because of 
their own selfish Interests. 

The first group, those who Oppose 
It on the ground that it is a state 
matter, seem to have forgotten their 
history The states have been at- 
tempting to regulate this matter 
•since Its Inception but have failed 
miserably. Mint anyone will agree 
that the federal government for 
the, last sevfefal decades, has been 
gradually taking over a large num- 
ber of former duties of states But 
has not the administration of these 
duties been very much improved 
since the federal government has 
assumed them? The answer must 
quite pertinently be In the affirma- 
tive, then, this group pu's forth 
the argument that a majority of 
states have child labor laws. Of 
the verity of that statement there 
can be no.dpubt But the question 
which arises Is whether or not these 
state laws are enforced.

There Is considerable valid criti- 
cism concerning the age limit. It 
n m ttja' it would have been 
better If the age limit had been se- 
at ilxteeu Instead of eighteen, but 
it is far better to have a few inequal- 
ities and Injustices under a child 
labor law than to have the entire 
system, with all Its evils, exist as it 
has in the past until the 
Of the NBA codes went ill 
But these codes are. according the 
authors of the Act. to last only two 
years; and after that this evil would 
be free to return. This is something 
that no one desires to see 
selfish few.

Even 
In the art of hitting the basket they 
might be surpassed, but when you 
combine the qualities they do have, 
and add the abilities of more-than- 
accurate passing, ball-hawking, and 
guarding plus a never-say-die spirit, 
you have an outfit that can stand 
up to any team, anywhere. More- 
over, Kentucky's second team can 
give the first -stringers a run for 
their money any day, and Coach 
Rupp has used substitutes freely in 
practically every game. It Is not a 
team built around one or two in- 
dividual stars It is a team where 
every man has a part to play, and 
plays it. 

The type of game and spirit that 
Coach Rupp lias drilled into his boys 
Is exemplified In a statement from 
the Associated Press report of the 
Vanderbllt game that, "Although 
Kentucky had the advantage 
throughout, the Wildcats never re- 
laxed their offensive drive, and the 
crowd frequently applauded the 
Kentucklans." 

It is doubtful too if any team In 
the country has a better record for 
the past four years than has Ken- 
tucky. Beaten by one goal in the 
last minute of the game for the 
championship the first year, their 
chances for a perfect season spoiled 
by influenza the second year, last 
season they swept through to the 
championship, and are headed In tiie 
same direction right now.

Since the University Senate adopt- 
ed new rules governing eligibility to 
Intercollegiate athletics and extra- 
curricular activities and probation, 
there have appeared an editorial and 
a letter In The Kernel criticizing 
the action, so far as eligibility to 
extra-curricular activities is con- 
cerned, on the ground that scholar- 
ship standards are being lowered. 
I feel that the writers and doubtless 
other students do not entirely un- 
derstand the reasons for the change 
and Just what will happen under 
the new rule. May I therefore ask 
for space In The Kernel in order to 
present the matter? 

Miss Utterback has recently col- 
lected some statistics that throw 
light on the question. She has found 
for one thing that of the freshman 
men who Joined fraternities during 
the year 1931-32. exactly the same 
uumocr mailt standings, greater 
than one for the second semester as 
passed three-lourtns or more oi 
mcir normal loads. This Indicates 
no difference in the severity of the 
two rules for eligibility. She has 
also studied the football varsity 
squad of 1931. Of these, 36 were 
eligible under the old rule, while 
only 23 wouid have been eligible un- 
der the new athletics rule, and only 
24 would have been eligible if eligi- 
bility had been based on passing 
three-fourths of the normal load of 
the preceding semester. This seems 
to show that the new eligibility rule 
is more severe than the old. A study 
of the freshman football team of 
1931-32 supports this view, for It was 
found that IS freshman players were 
eligible for varsity in the sophomore 
year under the old rule; that 15 
were also eligible under the new 
Southeastern conference rule; but 
that only 14 of them would have 
been eligible under the new rule 
requiring passing hi three-fourths of 
the normal load during the preced- 
ing semester. 

Miss Utterback made another tab- 
ulation In which she found that of 

J 402 freshmen who matriculated for 

| the first semester of 1931-32. 63 per 
cent became eligible to fraternities 
by the old rule while 66 per cent 
became eligible by the new rule. 
That is. three per cent more, or 12 
more students, would have been 

I eligible under the new rule than 
under the old. Of course, there Is a 

! difference in the personnel of the 
two groups, as Is 



I fact that only 52 per cent of the 
' students were eligible under both 
rules, and that 21 per cent were not 
eligible by either rule. This study 
Indicates then, that while there is 
a slight Increase in those eligible to 
fraternities under the new rule the 
number is so small as to carry no 
great significance, especially when 
it Is considered that the new rule 
has certain clear advantages over 

It should be remembered also in 
this matter of scholarship standards 
that the scholarship standards of 

the University are not really lower- 
ed. The criterion of scholarship is 
still set by the requirement of «. 
standing of one for graduation. 
Furthermore, It Is probably true that 
the new rule will result In a change 
of the meaning of the "D," which 
will make It harder to attain. Here- 
tofore, the "D" has stood, In the 
mind of the faculty as an unsatis- 
factory mark, which must be com- 
pensated for by A's and B's. Hence- 
forth It will not be thought of as the 
lowest passing mark, but a real pass- 
ing mark. The passing grades have 
In the past tended to become crowd- 
ed into the ABC region, while In the 
future they will be spread over the 
A B C D region. We may find, for 
this reason, that It is more difficult 
to qualify for a fraternity under the 
new rule than under the old. 

I do not believe that the eligibility 
rule has been made easier for all 
concerned, but I do think that it has 
been made fairer and more discrim- 
inating in the great majority of 
cases. Hie old rule was hard on the 
fairly good student and likely to be 
easy for the keen-minded loafer. 
The old rule made no distinction 
between the D and the E so far as 
eligibility was concerned. The old 
rule did not distinguish fully be- 
tween eligibility and probation. The 
new rule does. The old scheme was 
peculiar to this Institution; the new 
one is the sort found in most state 
universities. The old rule was based 
on the Idea that the test should be 
whether the student had done work 
of a grade equal to graduation stan- 
dard ; but It did not assure that, for 
a student might make a standing of 
one on 15 hours of work, but pass In" 
only five hours. The new rule more 
nearly attains that Ideal by making 
such a student Ineligible. The old 
rule made a student Ineligible for 
membership In a fraternity if he 
in IS hours with Cs and 
of an hour with a D.

To the Editor of 
The Kernel: 

Having read in Friday 's Kernel the 
editorial pleading for more efficient 
University Registration facilities, I 
should like to offer another plan 
which I have seen carried out suc- 
cessfully at a University slightly 
larger than Kentucky. 

Foremost ly. students should be 
classified and informed by bulletin 
as to when they are to report for 
registration. The student body could 
easily be divided into foi>- — il 
parts and these parts subdivided 
alphabetically so that no unce sun'y 
large group would apply at a certain 
time for entrance to registration 
headquarters. 

Instead of classifying last, the stu- 
dent is to be allowed to make out 
his schedule card Immediately. Once 
this has been okehed and he has 
been enrolled In his classes, the stu- 
dent may next make out his "rail- 
road ticket." This having been 
checked by the proper authorities, 
he may now be examined for neces- 
sary fees and complete his registra- 
tion by payment of this sum to a 
clerk. His schedule card is officially 
stamped upon receipt of this pay- 
ment. Two clerics are adeqinte for 
this last step, and without the 
formation of a line more than 20 
men deep. 

There are thus two Important but 
easy changes to be made In our pres- 
ent svstem: the classification of the 
student body and the reversal of the 
registration routine.

1 In A," by Handel for his con- 
tribution to the program and he 
played It delightfully. He had 
style, artistic conception, excellent 
musicianship, and throughout a 
beautiful tone quality that made 
the dignified work of the old mas- 
ter a thing of rare beauty.
